News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


The Virginia Enterprise seems to consider 


it a part of its every day duty, nnd Tory 
likely it ia, to defend the Legislature and 
npoligize for its shortcomings. Yesterday 
it blew some of its voporings in the direc- 
tion of the JOURNAL, because this paper 
published somefaots about the Legislature. 
It does not attempt to refute or disp.ove 
what tho JOUBNAL said of the Legislature, 
but asserts, what the readers of this paper 
know to be false, that it was determined 
from the beginning to quarrel with the Leg- 
islature. 


A few facts, however, prove more than 


all the opinions and unsubstantiated asser- 
tions the Enterprise has published or may 
publish in its apologies for the Legislature. 


It is a fact, as the readers of the Enter- 


prise are aware, that when the Legislature 
bad been in session forty days it could not 
name a single act passed by that body of 
public benefit or even public interest, ex- 
cept that providing for a legislative fond of 
$55,000. It is also a fact that the Legisla- 
ture, instead of setting an example of re- 
form and economy, as its members were 
pledged to do, made no reduction in the 
per diem of members, who drew eight dol- 
lars each per day, for the full sixty days al- 
lowed by the Constitution, inoluding Sun- 
days, though one House adjourned for four 
days at a time and neither House met on 
Saturday until near the close of the ses- 
sion. The Legislature also refused to can- 
vass the vote for a Constitutional Conven- 
tion, though the electors complied with the 
strict letter of the law recommending them 
to vote on the proposition, and in this vio- 
lated their official oath, and utterly and ab- 
solutely ignored the will of the people in 
not calling a Constitutional Convention. 
This was an abuse of authority unparelleld 
by a legislative body in the United States, 
and of itself sufficient to brand the major- 
ity with the seal oi diaaproval of every 
American citizen, whether Republican or 
Democrat, who believes that the will of the 
people, legally expressed, should be re- 
spected. How a newspaper or individual 
that pretends to believe in a republican 
form of government, can apologize for, or 
even condone, snob an offense on the part 
of a legislative body claiming to be the 
representatives of the people, is beyond 
the comprehension of tha public and can 
be Accounted for in the case of the Enter- 
prise only upon the hypothesis that it has 
been hypnotized by the bosses.

SOMEWHAT SENSATIONAL. 


Telegraphic dispatches state that about 


two thousand Italians working on the Pitts- 
burg, Ohio Yalley and Cincinnati Railroad 
are {organizing, arming and drilling, in 
couiDlianoe with orders issued from Chica- 
go, tbe object being to avenga the death of 
the Sicilians lynched at New Orleans. 


This rumor lacks confirmation and was 


doubtless circulated to create a sensation. 
Respectable and law-abiding Italian citi- 
zens, like all other good citizens, deplore 
the tragedy at New Orleans, and the 
circumstances which caused it. The men 
who were shot to death at New Orleans 
were not killed because they were Italians, 
bat because they were implicated in the 
assassination of the Chief of Police of that 
city. They wvere charged with being out- 
laws in tbe country they left, and, it ap- 
pears, were not improved in their morals 
by becoming American citizens. Native- 
born Americans have been lynched by their 
fellow-citizens for less serious crimes than 
that which the Sicilians were accused of 
perpetrating at New Orleans. 


An Italian, in the San Francisco Alta, 


takes a common sense view of the New 
Orleans tragedy, which he says was not on 
uprising against Italians as Italians, but a 
manifestation ol 
popular 
indignation 


against murderers 
as murderers, and, 


while not approving'of mob law, if the up- 
rising is to be regarded as the beginning of 
the end of the Mafia in this country there 
are hundreds of Italians who will rejoice 
in the result. 
No doubt if the person who tampered 


with the jury who tried the murderers is 
caught he will meet tbo fatejjof the mur- 
derers, and the mob will not stop to inquire 
as to his nationality.

PACIFIC COAST WEATHER SERVICE, 


With headquarter) at the metropolis of the 
coast, and at a place centrally located for 
the convenient receipt and distribution of 
telegraphic reports. To properly apply 
tho weather forecasts to definite areas of 
country, the Pacific Coast w»a divided into 
three districts, designated officially as fol- 
lows; North Pacific Region, embracing 
Western Oregon and Western Washington; 
Middle 
Pacific Region, embracing the 


western portion of California north of par- 
allel 37 degrees north, or on east and west 
line cutting the northern edge of the bay of 
Monterey; South Pacific Region, embrac- 
ing thelvestern portion of California south 
of prrailel 37 degrees north. On May 1, 
1886, an order was issued from Washing- 
ton changing the districts to State areas, 
and thereafter the weather forecasts were 
made for the following regions: Washing- 
ton, embracing the entire State; Oregon, 
embracing tbe entire State; Northern Cali- 
fornia, emu ttolngthat portion of the State 
north of tho latitude of 36 degrees, or an 
east and west line passing through the cen- 
tral portion of Lake Tolare; Southern Cal- 
ifornia, embracing that portion of the 
State, south of the latitude of 36 degrees. 
There have been several changes in the 
hours at which the forecasts have been 
prepared for-.issne, dependent upon the 
hours of meteorological observation and 
convenience of the press.
